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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: claims 12-14, 20, 22 and 23 stand rejected under 
the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting over the claims to Kramer et al (US 2005/0049739). The rejection 
remains since the recitation in claim 24 of the application teaches the inclusion of a particulate fabrication system that may include a 
^active resin and a non-reactive resin. The reactive resin may include those recited herein as shown by the explanation of the term in the 
dpcument at paragraph [0053]. The non-reactive resin may include those recited herein for a fusible resin, as disclosed in the 
expalanation at paragraph [0056] and may include acryiates. Though the claims of the reference do not show the recited resins, per se, 
they are as intended to be identical as shown by the supporting explanatory disclosure. As such, a skilled artisan would have a high level 
of expectation of success to arrive at the instantly claimed inventiojn, following the teachings as claimed in the copending, now allowed, 
application. 

Continuation of 13. Other: The affidavit to Kramer of 6 August 2007 is deemed to overcome the rejection of the claims over Boyd et al 
(US 2004/0224173), since the reduction to practice shown therein has antedated the document. The rejection of claims 12-14, 18, 20, 22 
and 23 over the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting over claims 1-30 of Oriakhi et al is hereby expressly 
withdrawn. Claims 17 and 18 are presently objected to as being allowable if re-written in independent form. However, the ranges of claim 
18 and the polymer of claim 17 would be essentially obvious from the reference, especially since acryiates are employed and the range 
recited is so broad. 
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
